Afraid to call for help lest his parents 
Should learn that he had been swim- 
ming in the river against their com- 
mand, 7-year-old Dewey Sanford saw 
his two playmates, George and Ralph 
Gross, drown in the river without call- 
ing two men who were working 100, feet 
away and could probably have saved 
the two boys, 

The ‘two boys were drowned Friday 
at the foot of Angelica street when 
George Gross, 12 years old, attempted 
to save his 9-year-old brother, Ralph, 
who could not swim, and had gone be- 
yond his depth. 

The three boys had been in the shal- 
low water near shore when Ralph pro- 
posed diving, and, running out on a 
launch moored nearby, jumped into the 
river. Dewey says Ralph came up 
Strangling and calling for help. 

George immediately went after him, 
caught him as he came up: the second 
time and tried to reach the shore. The 
Struggles of the younger brother were 
too much for the older and both sank. 


Life Saver Was Near. 


During the struggle William Callihan 
of 4806 North Broadway and John Wie- 
damsek of 208 Ferry street were work- 
ing just above the place where the boys 
were swimming. Callihan is a good 
Swimmer and Wiedamsek has saved 
two persons from drowning in the river.

No one believes that Gfipraith will 
ever be brought to trial again, and no 
one believes either that the Gooch case, 
which was set for Sept. 3, will ever be 
tried.

State, after the experience of its attor- 
neys in the case, realizes the impossi- | 
bility of getting witnesses who will 
make a case against any of the men, 
under indictment, and most of the peo- 
ple who have followed the 
further and declare that they do not be- 
lieve it would be possible to obtain a 
qualified panel ‘of talesmen again, let 
alone a jury. 

“This case was tried by a jury of pub- 
lic opinion long before it ever got into a 
courtroom,” said one of Springfield's 
leading merchants. last night, ‘‘and it 
will be useless expense and a waste of 
time to try to change the verdict.” 

The jurors are not at all afraid to 
discuss the case, especially the 10 who 
stood out for acquittal. 


Rope Was Important. 


They say it was plain from the ex- 
pressions made by Hussey and Sneed, 
the two conviction jurors, that the evi- 
dence that caused them to _ take the 
stand they did was that which related 
to Galbraith being about the square 
with a rope, and his allegeq threats 
made to Harry Williamson, who criti- 
cised the acts of the mob. 

When the 12 men were discharged aft- 
er announcing to the Court that there 
was no possibility of agreement it was 
made clear how the jury stood. 

Ten men made a detour and filed by 
the defendant's table to shake hands 
with Galbraith and his attorneys, while 
two made straight for the door, went 
down the steps and were not seen 
again about the Courthouse. 

J. P. Sneed and E. E. Hussey, the 
two who were for conviction, told the 
10 for acquittal that had it been first 
degree murder they would have ac- 
quitted Galbraith without hesitation, 
but since the State had reduced the 
degree of crime they considered him 
guilty. They did not make any further 
explanation. 

“We want the people to knew,” said 
W. M. Justice, ‘‘that we do not approve 
mob law. We deplore the lynching as 
deeply as does the prosecution, but we 
do not believe Galbraith guilty. 


Not Affected by Arguments. 


“The State produced no evidence of his 


complicity in the lynching and therefore 
the arguments of the prosecution did not 
affect me.” 

All of the ten who stood for acquittal 
Say that they were not affected one way 
or another by the arguments. They as- 
sert that not a bit of the State’s evi- 
dence showed that Galbraith took any 
part in the mob except the testimony of 
the convicts and they did not have to 
consider the case very long. 

They all declare that they are against 
mob violence, but had no scrap of evi- 
dence upon which to convict Galbraith 
Sneed and Hussey, it is believed, were 
sincere and none of the ten is disposed 
to criticise them, : 

“From the instructions of the Court.” 
Mr. Hussey said today, “? could not help 
convicting and I do not see how those 
ten men could sit there and vote for ac- 
quittal. The instructions were that if 
Galbraith aided or abetted the mob or 
was in common design with it, he was 
guilty. 

“Now, the State proved that he was 
there, that he had a rope, that he en- 
gaged in an argument with Williamson 
because he criticised the lynching, which 
shows that Galbraith must have ap- 
proved it. He was at the Jail and took 
an active part. Under the law and the 
evidence I could not do otherwise.”’ 

Both Sneed and Hussey say the test!- 
mony from the negro convicts at Jeffer- 
son City did not affect them one way or 
another.

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SHORT TERM CAN BE 
GIVEN TO M’NAMARA 





Ex-Governor. Johnson Declares That Supreme Court Has Decided 
That His Crime Is but Fourth Degree Manslaughter 
—Coroner’s Verdict Is Homicide, 


Ex-Gov. Charles P. Johnson, who has 
been retained to defend Policeman 
Michael McNamara, said Saturday 
morning that, under a decision of the 
Missouri Supreme Court rendered sev- 
eral years ago, the slayer of his wife, 
Mrs. Nellie McNamara, and James J. 
Brophy, the bartender, cannot be con- 
victed of anything higher than fourth 
degree minanslaughter, which carries 
With it a punishment not exceeding two 
years’ imprisonment inthe Peniten- 
tiary nor less than three months in the 
Workhouse and a fine of $100. 

“The Supreme Court has held, and its 
decision was based on the common law 
of England, that when a man kills his 
wife and her escort when he catches 
them under the circumstances of the 
McNamara case, the offense is nothing 
higher than manslaughter’in the fourth, 
ov lowest, degree,’’ said Gov. Johnson. 
McNamara, as the evidence shows, 
caught his wife and Brophy just as they 
were in the act of registering as ‘J. Cc. 
Wilson and wife.’ 

Inquests into the deaths of Brophy 
and Mrs, McNamara were held Saturday 
morning. After deliberating for 20 min- 
utes the jury brought in the usual] stere- 
Otyped yerdict regarding ‘‘death from 
gunshot wounds” and making no recont- 
mendations. 

A crowd of about hree hundfed packed 
the lobby of the Coroner's office and 
the space within the railing. McNa- 
mara was the center of attentiom He 
sat just behind his attorney, Charles P. 
Johnson, with Detectives Joyce and 
O’Brien on either hand. His face was 
red and his eyes inflamed, but he 
showed no nervousness or mental per- 
turbation. He talked occasionally with 
the detectives at his side and smiled, re- 
marking on the size of the crowd, Dur- 
ing the taking of testimony he read the 
account of his case in the morning pa- 
pers. While the jury was out he rolled 
and smoked a cigarette and talked with 
acquaintances near him. 

No relative of Brophy was present. 
Mrs. T. J. McHale, Mrs. Michael Con- 
way, aunts of Mrs. McNamara, and Dan 
Sullivan. an uncle of Mrs. McNamara, 
occupied seats inside the railed space. 

Only six witnesses were examined by 
Deputy Coroner Lloyd, who canducted 











the inquest. Five were persons who had 
witnessed the shooting or the events im- 
mediately following it. The sixth was 
Thomas Manser, stepfather of Mrs. Mc- 
Namara, at whose home she was living. 

The account of the shooting as here- 
tofore printed was repeated. 

Attorney Johnson advised his client to 
make no statement at the inquest, He 
asked the witnesses no questions, ex- 
cepting once as to the whereabouts of 
the register on which Brophy was writ- 
ing “J. C. Wilson and wife, Centralia, 
Mo.,’’ when the shooting began. The 
answer was that the book was in the 
custody of the police. 

Thomas’ Manser, stepfather of MPs. 
McNamara. testified that the dead 
woman had been living at his home 
since March 17, that she seldom went 
out nights except with her husband, 
and that she was never away from 
home all, night. 

No questions were asked the witness 
as to relations between Mr. and Mrs. 
McNamara or as ‘to the watch which 
Manser declares McNamara has been 
keeping on the Manser home ever since 
his stepdaughter first came to live with 
him. 

A verdict of “justifiable homicide’”’ 
was expected by many of the persons 
present. No representative of the Cir- 
cuit Attorney's office attended the in- 
quest, 

To Close. Hotel. 

As a result of the 
tthe Hotel Royal, a campaign is to

The McNamara tragedy will be made 
the basis of the procedure against the 
Hotel Royal. Chief Gillaspy considers 
that it furnishes positive evidence 
the character of the house. 

“The people who operate the Hotel 
Royal will be prosecuted vigorousiy,”’ 
said Chief Gillaspy Saturday, “and we 
will not stop until we have closed the 
place. And we _ will not stop there, 
élther. We will go after all places of 
like character and they will all have 
to close. I have given attention to these 
places, but it has beén hard to get evi- 
dence against them. 

“New men on the force will be as- 
signed to get evidence against them, 
and enough will be accumulated to show 
that a practice is made of renting 
rooms to persons under such circum- 
stances as led to this tragedy.

Firemen who arrived on the scene 
immediately after the explosion found 
a horrible scene. Many mutilated bod- 
ies and a large number of wounded 
persons were lying where the bomb ex- 
ploded. . 

Among the killed was Gen. Zame- 
atin, the Premier's private secretary, 
who, during the war with Japan, was 
Chief of Communications. 

Col. Stein, who was Chief of Police of 
the Tauride Palace, where the lower 
House of Parliament held its sessions, 
was killed. 

Flames immediately broke out in the 
wreckage, but tke fire was soon extin- 
guished by the firemen who were hast- 
ily summoned.

iA- dispatch from Tiflis announces that 
the country mansion of Prince Palavan- 
doff, at Okoni, was set afire by peas- 
ants last nignt. The Princess was un- 
able to escape and was burned to 
death. 

A bomb was thrown at Bendzin, Rus- 
sian Poland, today, killing Police Cap- 
tain Jakubik and two policemen and 
dangerously wounding another police- 
man, 

The bomb was evidently intended for 
‘Jakubik, who commanded a patrol 
which on Monday killed a Jew. The 
explosion destroyed the district police 
office. 


A detachment of Cossacks fired sev- 
eral volleys and wounded a number of 
passersby. 


M. Stolypin, who took the place ot 
Goremykin as Premier of Russia. was 
Minister of the Interior in the Goremy- 
kin ministry, and retained that port- 
folio. M. Stolypin has the reputation 
of being one of the most genial and 
cultivated members of the Russian civil 
service. His father was a popular Gen- 
eral. He was born in 1863. At the 
University of St. Petersburg he had a 
brilliant career. 


After graduating in 1884, he obtained 
an appointment in the Ministry of the 
Interior. Two years later he was trans- 
ferred to the Ministry of Agriculture, 
but here again he only remained two 
years. He then retired for a time into 
private life, and devoted himself to the 
management of his estates In Kovno. 
As a country gentleman he was a great 
success. He seryed the offices of Mar- 
shal of the District Nobility, President 
of the Arbitration Board, and Justice 
of the Peace. 

Such was his popularity that when, 
in 1899, the t of Marshal of t@e Pro- 
vincial Nobility fell vacant, through the 
death of Count Suboff, he was appointed 
to the office. A few months later the 
government conferred upon him the 
Vice-Governorship of Grodno, whence, 
in 1961, he was sent to Saratoff aa Gov- 
ernor. 

Although popular, M. Stolypin has re- 
actionary tendencies, and he is regarded 
with a measure of distrust by the 
gressive and democratic elements in 
Russia.

INTERNATIONAL PEACE. 


Many Nations Assisted in Rec- 
onciliation of Husband 
and Wife. 


Nearly every nation had a hand in the 
reconciliation of Rudolph Poppler and 
his wife. which was brought about in the 
Court of Criminal Correction Friday 
afternoon.

In the city the Government now mus- 
ters 500 guards and volunteers and 250 
artillery men. Messages from the local 
authorities excitedly say 1000 men will 
be required for proper defense. 

The Government telegraphed the ne-

There has been no telegraphic com- 
munication with Pinar del Rio for a day. 
The Government reported on Wednes- 
day night 30 Insurgents killed in battle. 
The truth is that two were killed and 
three made prisoners. In the same en- 
gagement at Rio Feo 87 rural guards 
attacked the detachment of Pino Guer- 
ra, which, countermarching, separated 
the guards, capturing 18 in one bunch 
and later 17 more, including two offi- 
cers. Guerra’s detachment made a 
machete charge. Nine guards escaped 
to Pinar. del Rio, leaving 68 unaccount- 
ed for, most of whom are believed to 
have been killed. 


Destination Unknown. 
Guerra abandoned San Juan and San 
Luis, and his destination is unknown. 
The captured guards were escorted near 


to Pinar del Rio and released without 
arms. Two officers released with arms 
report Guerra moving westward to cap- 
ture Guanes, 25 miles away. Then he 
plans to sweep the north coast, cap- 
turing all the towns and collecting re- 
inforcements. Other reports attribute 
the withdrawal as a trap to draw the 
troops from Pinar del Rio and then 
fall on that town. Guerra demands 
that the last election be declared null 
because of force and fraud on the Gov- 
ernment’s part. 

The steamer Mexico, leaving New 
York today, brings 18 Coli rapid firers, 
10,000,000 cartridges and 1200 Lee rifles. 
The Havana City Council has voted $50,- 
000 for the organization of a _ special 
force called ‘‘Militia of Havana,’’ com- 
manded by Gen. Sanchez Agramento. 
The Government has cabled Secretar 
of State Ruiz Riveria, now in Sout 
America, to return immediately. 

President Palma has not 
the palace this week. He is con- 
stantly receiving reports, holding 
consultations and issuing orders. He 
is assisted in his work by his two right- 
hand men in the Cabinet, Font S8ter- 
ling, Secretary of the Treasury, and 
Gen. Rafael Montalvo, Secretary of 
Public Works, who, since the resigna- 
tion of Senor O'’Farrill, Secretary of 
State and Justice. divide the duties of 
those offices between. them.

The stars and stripes are flying con- 
spicuously from points of vantage on 
American-owned property throughout 
the disturbed dié#ricts. Scrupulously 
respected by both the Government 
forces and the roving bands of insur- 
rectionists, the emblem of the United 
States is perhar gexerting a moral in- 
fluence over ve minded Cubans.

Guerra is believed 
to have nearly or quite 2000 men who 
can be depended upon. 

They are reported to be well equipped 
with arms and ammunition. It is sus-

pected that the Insurgent leader's with- 
drawal from San Luis and San Juan was 
a ruse to attract the Government troops 
from their base ut Pinar del Rio. A sud- 
den descent upon Pinar del Rio in the 
event that Palma’s troops do not take 
an early offensive would not surprise 
those seemingiy well informed. The city 
has less than 1000 armed defenders and 
the strength of the civilian loyalty is in 

doubt.

There 
has been grumbling ever since the elec- 
tion among a certain class of people, 
who felt that they had not been proper- 
ly rewarded by President Palma in the 
way of official positions. They began 
to preach against the Palma administra- 
tion. Talk of that kind very often leads 
to revolutionary outbreaks, and the pres- 
ent uprising consequently does not come 
as a great surprise. 

‘However, it will be quickly put down. 
President Palma has all the resources 
he wants and the support and sympathy 
of all of the leading Cubans of the is- 
land. Followers of the insurrectionary 
movement are the low class of Cubans.

I have fought for him when oth- 
ers turned their backs, and it certainly 
would be an act of ingratitude for him 
to turn against me. have spent my 
money and my time in his interests. 

“My suspension is all due to Judge 
Woodson, who has worked against me 
with the State Committee. Of that I 
feel certain. I am satisfied that the in- 
fluence of the State Chairman and 
other members of the committee were 
used against me with the Governor. I 
have friends on that committee, and 
after I have seen the Governor I am 
going to St. Louis.

the killing of Coker, Duncan and Allen 
had made the white population very 
angry. 

It is because of this realization, a ne- 
gro told a Post-Dispatch correspondent 
today, that such an effort has been 
made to get the negro vote out for local 
option and a dry town. They hope that 
this will prove to people that the negro 
population of Springfield as a whole is 
opposed to lawlessness, and that it will 
serve to help to protect those who are 
unable to leave Springfield. 

Roscoe Patterson, the Prosecuting At-

GREATEST STEP TAKEN 
IN SPELLING REFORM. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 2%.—Dr. C. T. G. 
Scott, secretary of the Simplified Spell- 
ing Board, is elated over the President's 
order that the “reform spelling’’ be used 
in official documents issuing from the 
White House. He believes that it is the 
greatest step yet made in simplifying 
the spelling of English, although, even 
with the residential indorsement, he 
does not believe that there will be any 
sudden change from the old-established 
spelling. 

Dr. Scott said yesterday that he had 
been in correspondence with the heads 
of all the scientific bureaus in Washing- 
ton, the President and the Public Print- 
er, and many Government officials, all 
of whom had long been eager to reform 
certain inconsistencies in spelling. 

The Public Printer, he said, had al- 
ready asked the board to aid him in 
compiling a new “style book.’’ One or 
two newspapers and some magazines and 
trade journals are using the 300 simpli- 
fied spellings suggested by the board, 
and the Superintendent of Schools in 
Dublin has been authorized to adopt 
these spellings if he deems it advisable. 


INNOVATION OPPOSED 
AT CHICAGO UNIVERSITY

BELIEVES REFORM WILL 
GO ON SLOW AND SURE.

LINCOLN, Neb., Aug. 2%.—Dr. Lucius 
A. Sherman, professor of English liter- 
ature in the University of Nebraska, is 
an advocate of reform spelling, and the 
order of President Reosevelt was re- 
ceived by him without surprise and with 
some satisfaction. Prof. Sherman said 
he believed the innovation would spread 
and it was natural that it should. 

“The present movement,” he said, “‘is 
only an acceleration of what began 50 
years or more ago, There have been 
spasmodic revivals at intervals since 
then, always with added recruits, par- 
ticularly in 1875, when the movement 
gained much headway, but it lapsed 
again. My belief is that it is almost 
sure to be adopted generally, because it 
is both practicable and desirable, and 
the action of President Roosevelt will 
of course give it impetus. 

“The only present danger,” continued 
Dr.. Sherman, “‘is that there may be a 
tendency to go too far. My idea would 
be to follow the method laid down by 
the Standard dictionary, which makes 
the old or new spelling optional, but 
which does not go to extremes.”’ 

In conclusion Prof. Sherman said he 
believed the reform would go on. 


“RIDICULOUS!” DECLARES 
WISCONSIN ‘DEAN.

I think Brander Mathews and his col- 
leagues are the right ones to handle the 
matter, and that we should be governed 
by their opinions. They are enlarging 
the nunvyber of words to be spelled pho- 
netically all the time, and since they 
are authorities on the matter we will 
become accustomed to the new way of 
spelling in a short time.” 


Esperato Wats “Boosting.” 


President Roosevelt will be requested 
by the Chicago Esperanto Society to 
give Esperanto, the new language, in- 
vestigation and his aid in making it the 
universal tongue. 

Alfonso Gibouri, secretary of the Es- 
peranto Society, stated today that the 
society would at once endeavor to en- 


list the aid of the President in the move- 
ment. 

“The official action of the President 
in recognizing spelling reform,’’ said the 
secretary, ‘‘ is the entering wedge for a 
universal language. We will communi- 
cate with him at once regarding the 
advisability of appointing a commission 
to investigate the new tongue. 

‘“‘Bsperanto, we believe, will be the 
coming language and will become so 
common that it will be heard in every 
country. Of course it will take time. 
We think it the only solution of the uni- 
versal language question and are sure 
the President will give us his support.’ 


NOT WELL RECEIVED 
AT CORNELL UNIVERSITY 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
ITHACA, N. Y., Aug. 25.—‘“We must 


first secure uniform pronunciation be- 


fore we can hope to have a successful 
phonetic system of spelling,’’ said Prof. 
James Morgan Hart, head of the English 
department at Cornell University, when 
asked regarding his opinion of the pro- 
posed change in English orthography. 
‘“T do not know, but I imagine that 
down East they pronounce ‘through’ 
with an ‘ew’ sound; here, in New Yor, 
it is different, and so on through the 
several sections of the country. For 
that reason the proposed new spelling 
will not be phonetic, but will consist 
merely in the cutting off of unnecessary 
letters, as ‘program’ for programme,’ ” 
“No great revolution will follow in 
any event, because at the outside only 
between 200 and 300 words will be af- 
fected. I think that the change should 
be made very gradually. In the past 
we have rid ourselves of useless letters 
without inconvenience, notably the ‘uy’ 
in honor, valor, and kindred words, but 
it was accomplished gradually, as_ the 
movement must be. I can’t say that I 
dislike the innovation, but the men at 
the head of it are not recognized lead- 
ers and do not command a very exten- 
sive following. They mean well, how- 
ever, and are heart and soul in their

CLERK EXPOSED DECEIT 





Company Paid Him Week's 
Wages to Get Rid of Him 
Without Delay, 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
St. Louis, Aug. 23, 1906. 
The action of the Irish Nationalists 
of St. Louis, at their picnic last Sun- 


day, in passing resolutions condemning 
the International Exhibition to be held 
in Dublin next year, seems to have oc- 
casioned no little comment among a 
reat nuanber of the Irish people of St. 

uis, and yet it should surprise no 


one. 

This exhibition, engineered by Eng- 
lishmen or men of English sympathies, 
is being financed by Engilish money and 
has one aim, and one aim only, the 
furtherance of English and the destruc- 
tion of lrish industries. It has not the 
support of a single corporation or 50- 
ciety worth its salt in Ireland, and the 
manufacturers, to a man, are against 
it, because as one of them very suc- 
ciently remarked: “‘No merchant would 
dream of buying a shop in Dublin and 
inviting manufacturers in his line from 
other countries to come hither and ex- 
pose their wares free of expense to the 
public of Dublin.”’ 

Yet this is the very thing the “‘Inter- 
nationalists’’ propose to do! Mr. lL 
S. Varian, another prominent manufac- 
turer, in fact one of the best known in 
Ireland, and whose firm employs sev- 
eral hundred hands, declares that the 
International Exhibition would cause 
him to lose half his trade. 

The building of this affair has been 
awarded to Messrs. Humphreys, Ltd., 
an English firm with a branch office 
in. Dublin, without competition, and the 
following letter will show how solicitous 
these gentlemen are about the fostering 
of Irich industries.

cured in Ireland. 

This neat trick wale nipped in the bud 
by a clerk in the office of the Great 
Central Railway acquainting the ‘Sinn 
Fein—the best paper in Ireland—of the 
letter, and Sinn Fein very promptly 
published it. 

As a result the Dublin Industrial and 
Development Association wrote at once 
to Messrs. Humphreys, Ltd., for an ex- 
planation of such amazing conduct, 
which that firm failed to give—not be- 
ing, indeed, very well able—but instead 
they wrote immediately to the Great 
Central Co. demanding the identifica- 
tion and dismissal of the person re- 
sponsible for disclosing their instruc- 
tions. This was easily accomplished, 
as the clerk, very manfully, acknowl- 
edged what he had done and said he 
considered it his duty, as an Irishman, 
to do so. 

The sequel came a few days later 
when the following telegram was sent to 
the Great Central Railway from Lon- 
don: 

‘Dismiss clerk. Pay week's wages, 
instead of notice.’’ The clerk, needless

Decrease of $161,671 Due to 
Change by State in Equal- 
ization Board, 


The taxes to be paid this year by the 
banks and trust companies of St. Louis 
are $161,671, or almost 17 per cent less 
than the tax which the same agencies 
paid in 190. Collector Hagerman’s of- 
tice has just completed figuring the re- 
bates to be allowed on these bills if 
they are paid Sept. 1, when they become 


payable. 

The total tax paid by these agencies 
in 199% was $976,443.91. This year it is 
$814,772.91. This 17 per cent decrease is 
attributed by Assessor O'Brien's office 
rincipally to the fact that the State 

oard of Equalization has ordered that 
the financial institutions be assessed for 
taxation only on 5 per cent of their 
capital stock and surplus instead of 6 
per cent, as in 190. This makes the to- 
tal assessment this year $38,798,710, as 
against $44,586,480 in 190 

“No reason for this reduced assess- 
ment appears on the surface,” said an 
official in Assessor O'Brien's office to 
the Post-Dispatch Friday. “The Btate 
Board of Equalization probably thought

sessment of the financial institutions is 
given in. the fact that several consoli- 
dations, notably that of the Merchants- 
Laclede Rank with the American Ex- 
change, have taken place dpring the 
past year.

He is 9 years of age, and, owing to 
his infirm condition, is putting his affairs 
inte shape so that he will be relieved of 
all business cares. 

Early in the sixties he came to this 
country and purchased large tracts in 
Illinois, Kansas, Missouri and Nebraska, 
getting most of it at $1.2 an acre. His

Scully achieved the title of “Lord” 
from American people in the West, be- 
cause of his continued acquisition of 
land, and for his introduction of the old 
feudal spirit in dealings with his ten- 
ants.

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BUCKET SHOPS AND THEIR VICTIMS. 


The “welching” of “Al” Adams of New York, who 
having been driven from the policy game by con- 
viction and a term in State Prison, turned to the 
bucket shop, is a timely exhibition of bucket shop 
thievery. This swindling game on the fringe of 

“the Street” has been as a rule as safe as Adams’ 
old pastime used to be of picking the pockets. of the 
poor. It has the same advantage of being a sure 
thing for its promoters. Possibly there is to be a 
happy change, of which the collapse of .““M. J. Sage 
& Co.,” due to Adams’ sudden stepping from under, 
is a symptom. 

In the bucket shop absolutely no legitimate opera- 
tions take place. No stocks are bought or sold. No 
real investments are made or speculations managed. 
Money-mad victims are lured by promises of .quick 
and certain returns into making bets on the market. 
The men running the shop pretend to have “inside 
information.” They have none. They call themselves 
brokers, but they are members of no exchange; They 
disguise their handling of wagers under fictitious 
entries of shureé bought and shares sold. If a victim 
turns dangerously in the face of persistent losses a 
bucket shop firm can often wipe itself out between 
two days, stealing away like an Arab. 

Bucket shops gamblers are the parasites of the 
speculative body. The stock exchanges detest them 
and would be glad to see them banished, though they 
have occasionally served the purpose of unscrupulous 
manipulators of markets. As for their victims, it 
is hard to sympathize with people who fall so readily 
into plainly baited traps. The great harm is that 

they attract small-fry bettors, who can ill afford 
to lose and are too ignorant or too gullible to pro- 
tect themselves against simple fraud. The law 
should be enforced against them at every point. 
They combine skin gambling with plain robbery.

Discontent 
made England a land of order and liberty. It made 


America what it is and will make it something bet- 


ter.

The St. Louis policeman who murdered his wife 
and the man he charged with “breaking up his home,” 
may he insane. If not, he is doubly guilty of mur- 
der, which in the case of his wife, the published 
evidence shows to have been premeditated and delib- 
erate. 

Both premeditation and deliberation may be a part 
of insanity. It is for the courts to decide all such 
points in deciding whether the murderer was saue 
and responsible when the crime was committed.

As he makes it, it is part of the evidence that the 
crime was premeditated, thought out in advance with 
this defense for it framed in advance.

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To Study the Sun. 
Is the sun growing colder? Is its 


heat diminishing? Is it to be expected 
that, at some remote day, the vivify- 
ing warmth which now sustains abun- 
dant life upon the earth will die out 
and that black, icy, silence and death 
will settle down over the terrestrial 
ball? 

For the express purpose of answering 
these quéstions—of such profound and 
vital importance to the future of the 
human race—a great and unique ob- 
servatory has been established on the 
summit of Mount Wilson in California, 
writes Paul F. Foster in Technical 
World Magazine for September. The 
funds for the building and maintenance 
of this great observatory, with its new 
and tremendously powerful instruments, 
have been furnished by the Carnegie In- 
stitution at Washington, D. C. 

While the sun is 300,000 times nearer 
the earth than any other known star, 
our knowledge of it is meager and only 
one of the 22 large refracting telescopes 
at the older observatories has attempt- 
ed to make any systematic study of It. 
Solar research under the ideal condi- 
tions which prevail at Mount Wilson 
should result in a marked increase of 
our knowledge of the past, present and 
future of the sun, and should throw 
light on the preblems ef the evolution 
of the stars, from nebulae through ex- 
cessive stages to that of a red star, 
which our sun will ultimately become.

Leacing Twirler of Cardinals Says That Vice-President of Club 
Has Not Accorded Him What He Deems Fair Treat- 
ment—Wants to Get Away From St. Louis. 


“Charles E. Brown, the brilliant young 
pitcher of the Cardinals, seems not at 
ali satisfied with his St. Louis berth. 
On Thursday he said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that he was very anxious 
to get away from St. Louis. 


“If I have told McCloskey once I have 
told him a hundred times ‘that I will 
never play ball in St. "Louis another 
season. It will only cost me $10 to go 
to the outlaws, and I will go there 
rather than play with the Cardinals.”’ 

Krown said that he had no complaint 


to make of the manner of his treat- 
ment by kindly McCloskey and spoke 
well of the St. Louis manager. He said, 
however, that he was not at all satis- 
fied With the treatment accorded him 
by Vice-President E. Stanley Robison 
of the Cardinals. 

Pressed for an explanation of the lat- 


ter statement Brown refused to go into | 


details or to say just what his grievance 
was, but intimated that Mr. Robison 
had a little too much to say about the 
management of the team, particularly 
in the treatment that should be ac- 
corded one—Buster Brown. 

During the conversation Brown took 
occasion to point out what he consid- 
ered were the faults and shortcomings 
of the club and players, all of which is 
most interesting from the viewpoint of 
the professional ball player. 

“There is no use making any bones 
about my feelings toward the St. Louis 
club and its management,” said Brown. 
“TJ don’t want stories printed saying 
how well satisfied I am, when I am not. 
The truth of the matter is that I want 
to get away from St. Louis. 





‘‘McCloskey has treated me ali right, 
but Mr. Robison has §not.”’ 

Asked whether his grievance against 
Robison was one that pertained to sal- 
ary or discipline, Brown said: ‘I don't 
want to say much about Mr. Robison. 
He has not treated me right and he 
knows it. McCloskey is all right, but 
Mr. Robison is busy in the affairs of the 
club. 

“The talk about my laying down on 
the club and not pitching the best ball 
I knew how was all nonsense,’’ said 


Brown. “I always tried my best. I 
found trouble in getting the ball over 
and did get discouraged at the miserable 
support accorded me, but it is a false- 
hood to say that I did not pitch my 
best, 

“When we came back from the New 
York trip, McCloskey told me that Robi- 
son had suspended me for laying down 
on the club. That's nice treatment to 
give a pitcher who 1s trying his best. 4 

“I think I am quite as good a pitcher 
as there isin the National League today. 
1 know it, and I will show the people 
in St. Louis some day, when the oppor- 
tunity offers. Just let me get away 
from this city.

prejudice the charge of conduct unke- 
coming an officer. 
' The main point of the case, as argued 
between Girard and Mrs. Lu'iu Swin- 
ford of 5721 Rooseveit place, owner of 
Bessie, a St. Bernard dog. was wheth- 
er Bessic’s bark ag she ran toward the 
policeman was a sign of affection or a 
warning that she was going to bite. 
Witnesses, of which there were a great 
nhumber, were of the opinion that Bes- 
sle's bark must have been accompanic 1 
by a wagging of -the tail, because, they 
declared, the dog had a very sweet dis- 
position. 

Testimony heard at Friday’s meeting 
was to the effect that at 1:45 a. m. Aug. 
14 Policeman Girard, while leading his 
horse past the Swinford home, shot 
Bessie, the mother of six pups, thereby 
depriving the children of Roosevelt 
plaee of their pet.

Mexican Soldiers Kill 82 In- 
dians in Battle.

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 25.—The battle 
which took place a few days ago near 
Las Guasimas, State of Sonora, between 
a foree of Federal soldiers commanded 
by Lieutenant-Colonel Jose M. Corona 
and a large body of Yaqui Indians was 
the fiercest combat that has taken 
place in the present Yaqui.uprising, ac- 
cording to official reports just made to 
the War Department.

BE ABANDONED 


President Declines to Revoke 
Order Made by the War 
Department. 








SHARP CLASH IS FEARED 





Government Desires to Transfer 
Negro Troops to Fort Reno 
Without Trouble. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. : 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—President 
Roosevelt will not revoke the order di- 
recting the abandonment of Fort 
Brown, Tex., where the negro soldiers 


of the Twenty-fifth infantry had trou- 
ble with the white people of Brown- 
ville and shot up the town, killing one 
citizen and wounding several others. 
This decision was reached after a con- 
ference between President Roosevelt 
and Gen. Beli at Oyster Bay. 

Some of the officers of the army ex- 
pect there will be trouble at Brown- 
ville when the negro troops leave Fort 
Brown for Fort Reno, O. T., where they 
have been ordered. Since the killing of 
the white citizen, an armed guard of 
the citizens of Hrownville have ‘sur- 
rounded the fort and have threatened to 
shoot the negroes when they appear. 
It is feared these threats will be 


executed. 

It has been intimated that _ certain 
rough characters in Brownsville have 
planned to show their resentment to the 
colored soldiers by shooting UR their 
train as it leaves the station. he au- 
thorities are in somewhat of a dilemma, 
but it is stated that they will insist 
that the soldiers be permitted to leave 
Brownsville wihout molestation. It is 
also stated that if they are attacked 
they will defend themselves as well as 
they can. How to avoid trouble in the 
matter ‘was the subject of earnest con-

BROWNSVILLE PEOPLE 
ASK INVESTIGATION. 


BROWNSVILLE, Tex., Aug. 2.—The 
people are much incensed at the cine seh 
made to the War Department regarding 
the trouble with the negro troops sta- 
tioned at Fort Brown and have appealed 
to Senators Culberson and Bailey, sug- 
gesting that the President appoint a 
board of inquiry. In the message they 
take exception at the trouble being 
termed ‘“‘an engagement and battle with 
citizens’’ by Maj. Penrose in his report. 
The messag® declares that the disturb- 
ance was ‘“‘an assault at the dead of 
night by the soldiers without a hostile 
act on the part of the people.’’ 

Concluding, the -message says: 

“The abandonment of Fort Brown will 
be a verdict against us attained by mis- 
representations and do us great in- 
jury, leaving our frontier unprotected.”’ 

Orders were received last night a* 
Fort Brown for the negro troops .0 
leave at once for Fort Reno and the iii- 
tention is to move them today. As trou- 
ble was threatened, District Judge 
Welch canceleg the warrants previous- 
ly issued against the negroes.

LIGHT THAT FAILED 


Streets Vacated, Electric Com- 
pany Wants Compensation 
to Continue. 


A remarkable fight made by several 
of the wire-using companies of the city 
against the donation to the Rock-Is- 
land-Frisco Terminal Association of 
several streets and alleys in the north- 
ern part of the city, will be reported on 
by a special committee of the Board of 
Public Improvements at the board's 
next meeting. 

The Rock-Island-Frisco Terminal As- 
sociation contemplates the erection of 
monster freight houses on two tracts of 
ground, each made up of several blocks, 
which it has acquired in North S8t. 
Louis. One of these tracts is at Broad- 


way and Brooklyn street, the other Is 
bounded by Second, Third, Biddle and 
Dickson streets. To use these tracts 
it is necessary for the railroad to build 
on the intervening streets and alleys. A 
bill has passed the Council granting this 
— to the Rock Island-Frisco Associa- 
tion. 

On the streets thus granted a number 
of wire-using organizations have poles 
carrying their wires. The companies 
are the Seckner Lighting Co., whose 
contract for lighting the city is being 
carried out by the Union Electric Light 
and Power Co.; the Edison Lighting Co. 
of Carondelet, the Postale Telegraph 
Co, and the Bell and Kinloch Telephone 
companies. 

At the request of these’ companies, 
an amendment was _ inserted in the 
Council bill, granting the companies a 
perpetual franchise to maintain their 
poles on the vacated streets... The rail- 
road Terminal company declared that 
it could not use the streets if this re- 
striction were kept in the bill, and ap- 
peal was taken to the Board of Public 
Improvements to adjust the difference. 

A hearing was held Friday on the dif- 
ference, each side being strongly repre- 
sented. 

Wilfred Van N. Powelson, assistant 
general manager of the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co., who made ‘the 
principal argument against the railroad, 
said that his company in lighting the 
city had four arc lights on the thor- 
oughfares to be vacated. He declared 
that his company demanded to be paid 
by the railroad the regular rates which 
the city would pay for the four lights 
during the entire remaining term of the 
contract. This, at $98 a lamp each year 
during the four and a half years the 
contract has to run, would be almost 





$2000. 

‘But the company will not be put to 
the expense of supplying the light, 
therefore it should not exact pay for 
the service it does no render,’’ inter- 
posed President O'Reilly. 

“The company, in handling the city 
lighting, had to install a plant suffi- 
ciently large to do the work,” was the 
answer. “If now you cut down the 
load, the company’s plant is idle and a 
loss accrues. On this plea we base our 
demand for compensafion.”’ 

The special committee of the board 
met Saturday and will probably report 
next Tuesday.
